Veslerday morning a party of seven 
iiiiners, wlio came down on tho Idaho 
from the \'iikon mines, among whom are 
I he disei ivi rors of Sfcownrfc river and Forty 
Mile creek, called at this office and said 
Ihal they had read the accimiit- of tlie 
'i iikoii iiiines imhlishcd in .Sunday morn-' 
iiig's issue, and it was their desire to cor- 
rect the false imiiressions therein con- 
veyed. They then dictated the fidlowilig 
jtnteineiit, and appended their signatures: 
We, the undersigned, iVishiug to de- 
scribe the actual state of affairs in the 
^ ttkon. and lo cmitradict the false reports 
which have eviileii tly.liccii published-in 
the .Alaika /''f. f y'/f.s-.s in the interests of 
steatnlioat owners, saloon and hotel keej)- 
ers, the said reports being calculated lo 
crcale a false impression, and wishing to 
give a correct re]»ort of the InisineBS, make 
the following stateniont: 

The lirst trouble is in reaching the 
diggings. Tho route in is very difficult, 
being extremely rough and dangerous. 
In one place il is ncce.s.sary to go 
over till' Chillfuol Hiininiit and climb 
to an altiliide of .'!,5t)0 feet: 
To pack prii\ isioiis over this requires an 
immense aiiioinit of labor, and entails 
great expense, the Indians charging as 
high as ^13 per hundred weight for port- 
age. Before renchhig this range about 
lUI) miles of iidiind sea has to be navi- 
Ljateil. .After the range is crossed 1(X) 
miles of lakes have to be go.ie over, then 
otJO miles of river have to be ovcrconio. 
The ciinent of the I'ivor is very rapid, 
running at an average speed of live miles 
an hour. From tlus it will be seen that 
an enorinous amount of labor is entailed 
in reaching the iliggingH. 

.\fler arri\ iiig al the l''orly-niili' river 
il is found that Ihe diggings are not what 
repn.'sented. ,A pat ty of 
I lip the I''oi'ty-iiiile liver lorover 
loll miles. W'e tried every a\'ailable spot, 
hill got very little eiiciuiragctnent. At the 
head we discoxered a uunil.'cr of small 
lakes and extensive marshes. There was 
not t ho slightest indication of gold about 
here, but on the bars of Forty-mile river 
some few liieii made as high as a thoUBiilld 
dnllais, hut in most cases far helow that, 
some making from In §500. Tho 

highest iiuioiint being made was SHOO. A 
great many of the miiiers made nothing 
whatever. About SJ50 miners wore on the 
river, and tho man tvho made the $1100 
was known as the "Bonanai King." AVitat 
diggings there was were very btird, 
the water being very cold, and back from 
the ri\'er Init a few feet the ground is 
fro/.eii solid, making it imp(i.ssiblc to dig 
at all. The only way is to work where 
the water has thawed the ground, it is 
only for about ninety days in midsuinmer 
that it is possible to work, the remainder 
of the year the weather is frightfully cold, 
the teni|ieratiiii.' falling sn low that for a 
periiiil of se\ eiiteeii days last March our 
ipiifksilver fro/.e solid. Brandy and other 
sjiirils aksii fio/.o. An ether thennomotor 
gave a reading of .SO' below zero. 

The u'old is almost all got from bar 
diggings, which are very small in area. 
In some places as liigli us one dollar per 
pan has been obtained, but oven then 
only from scvi'ii to eight dollars per day 
foiilil 1.1' iiia.le per man a.", this yield was 
ill etevassf diggings, and was where the 
gold ha.l foUfftfd. l!iit takiii- Ihe har 
on an avera..;.', the yield was piiiir. Tlu; 
pay dill li.id to lie i'..cked and treated 
with tbe blanket profi'ss, causing a large 
amount of labor. it is also our lirni be- 
lief that these diggiiig.s are completely 
w.ii'ki'.l I. Ill, and not enoui,di could lie 
made I ■ . even pay exiu'lises. 

Ill l''iaiilvlin Oiilcli, about which such 
lirilliaiit reports were made, it is impossible 
to work t .. niiadyiiiitage as tbe groundia so 
solidly frozen; water is nlso voiy scarce, 
and the miners who were working there 
abandoned it. No very great linds of 
liii'.'gets have ever heeii made there, the 
largest lis'iie.' liut eight dollars and a half, 
and tl was mori'tliaii half ipiariz, Mr. 
Steele bought one of the largest nuggets 
which was fotiiid on the h'oity Mile river, 
and it wii.s but a thirty-two dollar one. 
Steele has tried to reinesent that the 
will ill! creek is remarkably rich, claiming 
that a '_'■.. Ill miller eoiild make a fiirtiim'. 
We, as iiiiiifrs, wish to I'liiitrailict this 
iii.isl f iiiplial ifally, as the .ippi.site is the 
case.

As a matter of"fact, 
Mr. Moore was never within 400 miles of 
the Forty IMile diggings. 

After undergoing all the dillicidlies of 
till' season, it takes from thirty-live to 
forty days to get out of the dii^.^iiios, or 
al least reach .luiiean, eaiisiiig miifh ex- 
pi'Usf ami liaidshi|i.

Higbti audSvenes in a C'liruvaiisary of Japun. 

A corresjiondent of the Baltimore Sun, 
writing from Yokohama, Japan, says:-- 
Hut we fear that you must be getting 
tired of this place, so will leave it at once, 
retrace our step.s to the village lielow, and 
tiike you with ii.s to a .lapaneso hotel. We 
are in front id' it; a long Iwo-stiu-y Iniild- 
ing, but are iuiniciliately at a loss as to 
where the entrance is, for all the lower 
lloor— front, sides and roar — is open, 
there not being a single evidence of either 
door or window .inywlicre. A miiiiher of 
rosy cheeked, bluo-ej'oil girls are .smiling 
and curt.seying to us, and wt) make liohl 
to smile in return anil to say "iMieio," 
i!ie usual .lapaiiese salutation. They iiiaii- 
age to direct us to the rear of the build- 
ing, where we find a beautiful artificial 
garden, containing flowers, neat walks, 
several trees trimmed to grow into odd 
shapes, and a iiiiiiiaturo lake, but with 
overytliiiig on so small a sc;du that we 
could have lieeii excusable bad we mis- 
taken it for a baby s play g;irden. But so 
it is all il.ii'ougli .lajian, for no Jap of any 
pretension to wealth or position is hapjiy 
unless he can have a garden at the back 
of his liouse. 

We take this cliariuing view for some 
time and then the yomur girls nesans, 
t hey are called invite ii.s to take oiroiii 
shoes and walk into the hoii.se. .No one 
walks about a .la|innc.se hoii.so with .shoes 
on, for the lioor.s are covered with several 
thicknesses of tine matting laid down in 
regular rectangles about si.t feet long by 
three feet wide, aiul yon cannot imagine 
how soft and easy they are to walk on. 
'iVe take oil' our shoes and are permitted 
to go through the houso. The fraiiu,' .vork 
;uiil lloors of this house are of pine, which 
has heeii .stained ami poli.slied. Tlie two 
lluois are shut oil from the outside and 
also divided into nuiuurous apartments by

iiontly covered with white rice jiaper and 
luiule to slide in givioves in such a man- 
ner a.s to thoroughly open the entire 
liouse. With this arraiigenient wiiulows 
and doors are rendered unnecessary. 
When all the screens are closed, to go 
from one room to another we simply slide 
one of the intervening screens aside. If 
we only want to look out of doors we 
•diile back a little of the wall, but if we 
want to get out we sliile back an i-ntire 
screen. .\ very simple ariangeiuenl we 
iiilist Hiliiiit, liiit one that is not eiUKliiciVe 
to coiiilort in cold ivcatlier. 

A few kukeiuoiias hang on the side 
screens, but there is no other furniture in 
those rooms. Wo seat ourselves in the 
part facing the i^.u-ilcn. .uiil by means of a 
pocket ilict loiiaiy succeeded in ordering 
dinner, three neal-lookins^ nesans having 
taken it upon themselves to wait on us. 
They did not hesitate to show us where 
our dinner was being cooked, but we can- 
not begin to describe how neat and clean 
we found everything to be. 

Aftei ,1 while they bring each of us a 
lacipier tray, on which is a lacquer bowl 
contai'ig hot water, in which is a mess of 
ti.sli, seaweed anil Hhriin|is, another bowl 
containing sweet cakes and a dish of dai- 
don a large kind of radish, which some- 
times attains a length of several feet and 
of which t he .lajis are very foud. I 'nfor- 
fortuuatcly it smells very much 

I.IKi; Ko'l-l'K.S Ki;ii.S, 
and we cannot bring ourselves to e.it it. 
With all tliia each one of us is given a jLiir 
of chopsticks, and how the young nesans 
do laugh over our awkward eliorts to use 
them. Knives and forks are unknown lux 
uries to these people. Several courses fol 
low this ono,~"consi8ting of e-gs, fried lish, 
spinach, sweet potatoes ,ind chickens Imil- 
ed in hot water, and linally a huge lac- 
i|ner liox of rice, from which we till small 
lacijuer bowls to eat from. After this a 
cui) of tea - simply hut water poured into 
tiny cups, in which wore a few tea leaves 
- and luir dinner is a thing of the past, 
llow the iies.-ins did i-njoy our frantic 
struggle wilh our i-lin|,sl icks 1 1 u i j lit; r:ich 
course, iind how ple.isaiit and smiling I hey 
w ere during our entire stay w e lind dilli 
cully in expressing. 

Wliiiii not engaged in bringing the vari 
ouB courses or waiting upon us thoy re- 
mained sitting on the matting floor in the 
customary Japanese position of res]ieet, 
that is, with the knees and toes toiu hniL; 
the lloor and the body resting on the 
heels a rather painful position for a for- 
eigner, but one which these people are 
hahiluated to keep for hours at a time 
and whenever they bad occasion to ad- 
dress us I heir remarks were always pre- 
eeedcd by a low graceful bow or Courtesy. 

had a very fair 8am*ple of a typical 
.lapaiiesi,' meal, but hereafter we will not 
fail to carry bread or er.-iitkera and some 
canned beef with us in oiir rjimhles. 

Well, as you Would take but lit I le inter- 
est in our return trj|> to Vokohaiua, we 
will leave you here and ask yi.u to meet 
us in Tokio at some near time in the fu- 
ture.

The old portage was buiiid to bo entire- 
ly disused, and the party had to struggle 
tliroiigli tangled woods, often knee-deep 
ill moss. They got, over, however, wilh a 
iiioiit h's supply . if provisions for the .•nb 
\aiicilig party, and leaving stores eaelied 
for the returning Indians. Heiiiu' north 
of the latitude of 00', they enjoyed al 
most pei'ijetual diiyli;^lit, anil tlie weather 
was good. Tho cimntry is described as 
possessing well-grown tree.', and a great 
iiuniber of oriliiiari i ;! 111 plants were 
seen 111 llower, with some norlherii and 
WesI em si rangers. Iliily the L'leat ijiowlh 
of spliaglioiis iiio,-^,ses .iiid ilic aliiiml.iiiee 
of reindeer niossgiie the coiml ry adi'i'er 
eill ,ispeet from that, of lli itisli ('ohiiiibia. 
No Indians had been seen, ext-ept those 
the party brought with tlieiii from the 
coast. Tbougli somewhat, later in the se.i 
sun iliaii ho had expected lo be, Dr. Daw 
son had still good hopes of rencbing the 
co.ihI before the freezing of the rivers, 
and the lines of sei:tion made by .Mr. |\lc- 
t'oniiell and liinisidf will give a good gen 
oral idea of the structure audresnurces of 
tho country.
